carrying with it an interpretation, the 
correctness of which has not been sufh- 
ciently examined. Nothing is more com- 
coon than to hear, and to read of ‘the 
Baptism of the Holy Ghost,” in connex- 
ion with Christian experience ; or, ID 
other words, to find it used as if it were 
synonymous with the influence of the 
Spirit upon the heart. We often hear 
persons express their hopes that they 
have been baptized by the Holy Ghost, 
in the same way they express their opin- 
ion as to the conversion, or epiritual en- 
joyment of others. If such a mode of 
expression, should lead persons to form an 
erroneous opinion respecting the Baptism 
of the Holy Ghost, it may be worth while 
to examine what the Scriptures say about 
it. This subject is first mentioned by 
John the Baptist. Matt. iii. 21 ; Mark 1. 
8: Luke wi. 16; Jonni. 33. John says, 
‘he was sent to baptize with water unto 
repentance, but one was coming after him 
who would baptize with the Holy Ghost 
and fire.’ The declaration here made

Extract of a letter pon Elder Jenemian 
Varpeman, date 


Lexinoton, Aug. 24, 1828. 

Dear Brother,—The revival io this 
section has been considerable. At Da- 
vid’s Fork, there have been baptized 
about three hundred: at Bryan’s about one 
hundred and twenty: at Lexington, about 
70. The revival appears to be cowing to 
a close, except at this place, prospects ure 
leasing; I baptized ten here on last 
rd’s day : a number appear tobe aux- 
jously inquiring the way to Zion. Last 
May, I visited Cincinnati for the firet 
time, by the way of Louisville. 1 was 
pretty cordially received by the charch, 
and spent only two or three days amongst 
them.

Nor did they cry im vain: at 
alinost every meeting more or less obtain- 
ed peace so believing. U my brother it 
was a heaven on eatth, tosee the tenrful 
and rejoicing parents hailing the welcome 
return of their prodigal sone aud daugh- 
ters, and neighbours. 

At the first baptizing, | had the bappi- 
ness to * bury with Christ by baptisn up- 
wards of forty, chietly young persons in 
the vluo-n of life. On the next Lord’s 
day, about the same vumber ; and on the 
Lord’s day following, wearily as many 
more ; making in all, about onF HUNDRED 
and THIKTY ; darog my stay in that City, 
which was avout 24 days. We had meet- 
ing every night, and never adjourned uo- 
ul avout 11 o'clock, and eveu then, the 
people many of them appeared to ve loth 
to leave the place, insomuch that we had 
frequenily to insist on them to retire for 
rest and refreshment, aod I recollect on 
some occasivns, aller having retired some 
distance fron the house, to have heard 
the poor mourners still remaining in the 
house lamenting their lost and ruined con- 
dition. We suffered much for the want 
of room as the house could oot contain the 
increasing mulistudes who were woot to 
attend on the miuistrations of the word; 
the windows were frequently crowded 
from without and the weather being ex- 
ceedingly warm, you may readily imagine 
the staie of things within doors—indeed 
I have often since looked back with gr. te- 
ful astonishment to that kind hand which 
supported me (corpuleut as | am) through 
that long and ardent flame, kindied [ trust, 
by the breathing of the Holy Spirit of the 
living God, throngh the all powertal 
means of the everlasting gospel—There 
is one other circumstance, relative to the 
revival at Cincinnati, which’ 1 conceive 
worthy of note: it seemed to fiay no res. 
pect to the prejudices of education, for in 
its mighty sweep, were found those who 
had been educated in the Baptist, Episco 
palian, Presbyterian, Methodist, Sweed- 
enborgian, Universalist, Quaker and Deis- 
tical sentiments. O may this singular 
circumstance, prove a prelude to that hap- 
py period, whea the conflicting elements 
of this jarring and discordant world, shall 
sobmit with all readivess of heurt and 
soul, to the one Lord. one faith, and one 
baptism, revealed in the word of God. In 
narrating thé triumphs of Emanuel’s King- 
dom in that City, it is an impartiality 
which I think proper (o observe, that the 
Presbyterians aod Methodist brethren 
were acting simultaneously with ourselves, 
greatly to the increase of their respective 
denominations. And | am happy to add 
that | heard not of a discordant or bitter 
expression from any of the parties: and 
indeed it is a fact, that all parties should 
rejoice if Christ is preached and sinners 
converted wod brought to a knowledge of 
the truth as it is in Jesus. When I cooly 
reflect on this subject, | am made to re. 
gret that at any period of my ministry, | 
should have been placed in circumstances 
which seemed to make it my duty, to say 
thiags which no doubt has been calcula- 
ed to alienate the affections of same whom 
I hope to meet in our common Father’s 
ros, Sang Bae. Paal withstood Peter, to 
the face, for he was to be blamed.”” An 
we do not hear that Peter took it amiss, 
oor should one man take it amiss of anoth- 
er, should he honestly differ with him in 
sentiment on some points in Theology, and 
with christian candour contend for the 
same.

About 4 o’clock p.m. the militia were dis- 
missed, and the brethren assembled in the 
court-house for a meeting. The soldiers, 
instead of going to the tavern or grog shop, 
and there destroying their senses and their 
souls with frequent draughts of intoxica- 
ting liquors, came, almost to a man, to the 
place where prayer was about to be 
made. An invitation being given, the 
place, although large, was thronged with 
weeping mourners, anxiously soliciting an 
interest in our prayers. Surely it wasa 
sight sufficient to melt the hardest heart to 
see the soldiers of Vermont, unused to 
ronoding their arms at the feet of an 
earthly conqueror, laying aside the im- 
plements of war, and submitting to King 
Jesus. In their behalf, we once more of- 
fered our petitions. On the wings of 
faith our desires ascended. God was 
pleased to bear and bless. Several for 
the first time found substantial bliss, and 
were ready to exclaim, “‘ How dreadfal is 
this place!” It 1s thought that nearly 
twenty of the inhabitants of this town on 
that day received the joys of pardoned sin, 
To God be all the glory.

THE BIBLE IN RUSSIA. 


Those who are acquainted with the em- 
barrasements which of late have attended 


sia, will learn with pleasure, that within a 
few months, a Bible Society has been or- 
ganized io that country, onder the author- 
ity of the Emperor himself. This infor- 
mation is contained in a letter from St. 
Petersburg, which we find in the Kirchen- 
Zeitung, and here trauslate :— 


‘*His Majesty the Emperor has sanc- 


dent, with the liberty of nominating three 


Bishep, and a minister of the Lutheran 
Chorch, are to compose the Society. 

Alreavy 20,000 copies of the holy Scrip- 
tures are prepared for distribution, — 
stereotype plates are provided for the 
printing of more,—and we also have 1?,- 
000 rabies in Bunk. 

** This affords a convincing proof that 
the present Emperor is very favourably 
disposed in regard to the circulation of 
the Scriptures in hie domivions, and 
strengthens the hope, which I have so of- 
ten expressed, that the day is not far dis- 
tant when the Russian Bible Society will 
be restored in all its glory, and accomplish 
as much as ever before, in the divine- work 
of supplying the people of Russia io their 
various languages with the word of God.” 
It would seem that the efforts of this 
Society are (o be confined to Russian Pro- 
testants; of whom there may be in the 
Empire perliaps 3,000,000. And here 
may we not discover a clue to the motives, 
which induced the Emperor Al.-xander to 

abolish the National Society? Did he 
not findthat great numbers of his subjects, 

particolarly all the Catholics, were oppo- 
sed to the circulation of the Scriptures, 

and resort to this unfortunate measure as 

a meahs of promoting his own popularity 

aod removing discontent? For although 

the nominal friends of the Bible might be 

numerous, only a few would be so ardent: 

ly engaged in the cause, as to feel them- 

svlves seriously disobliged by the imperi- 

al veto. But however this may be, we 

hail the establishment of the new Society 

as an important eveot, and one which may 

prepare the way for still greater things.

Some of the converts who have been out 
for months, and who were the very worst 
of men, now liveto the admiration of all 
christian beholdera and to the wonder of 
sinners. 

Probably there is not on earth another 
prison, where religious truth, the only 
effectual means of entire reform, is so 
happily and saccessfully applied. The 
legislators and courts of our land are yet 
to be convinced that religion is the only 
adequate and effectual remedy for crimes. 
— The Gospel has and does accomplish 
what nothing else can. Here the exper. 
iment is made, and the resulis, are won- 
derful. Reduce our prisons to silence, 
and every prisoner to solitary confine- 
ment, and then give them the Gospel, and 
more would be effected than has yet been 
done, toweform the worst and most dan- 
gerous men in community. Let them 
work steadily and acquire trades to sup- 
port themselves after they leave. Their 
health demands this ; the vigour of their 
minds to attend to religion demands it. 
Let their sentence be executed in con- 
finement and labour, &t let them be treat- 
ed and governed by the law of kindness 
and love to their souls. 

Your new and great Penitentiary at 
Philapelphia, can never succeed with en- 
tire confinement without labour. The 
prisoners must die from inactivity, and 
their minds must be stupid. — Philade/phi- 
an.

ODESSA, July 23.—An Aid-de-Camp of 
Geo. Paskewitacih brought the day before yes- 
terday the following news :— 

The Imperial colours are flying on the walls 
of ‘the important fortress of 
taken ' storm, on the 15th of July, at eight 
o'clock in the morning. Upon aa eminence 
which commands the town on the south sice 
was an entrenched camp which it was abso- 
lutely necessary to get possession of iy order 
fo carry on the siege. 

Our troops attacked the Turks with impetu- 
osity with. the bayonet, and dislodged them 
from that formidable position notwithstanding 
their superiority io numbers and the vigorous 
resistance they made. In the pursuit we pas- 
sed three ramparts, by which we made our- 
selves masters of the suburbs and the town. 
Part of the Garrison escaped into the citadel. 
Terrified by our success, the enemy, to the 
number of 5,000 men, laid down their arms, 
besides 1,250 who were made prisoners during 
the attack. Among the prisoners, are Me- 
homet Jamin Pacha of Two Tails, Comman- 
der of the Cavalry Vali Aga, and many other

The attack continued three hours. The 
ground occupied by the camp, as well as the 
suburbs, was covered with the Turkish slain.

Kars 1s one of the principal fortresses of 
Asia.

The whole is protected by a 
citadel, situated on the summit of a mountain, 
named Haradag; 15! piecesof canuon, com- 
manded the plain in every direction; a rocky 
soil, which rendered the works of the besiegers 
difficult, added to the obstacles which we bad 
to conquer.
